Could Chicago survive 
a zombie apocalypse? 
Survey says: Nope

Let’s think if Chicago was Alexandria, the community under attack by zombies in ‘‘The 
Walking Dead.” What would be the likelihood the greater Chicago area would survive a 
zombie invasion? 


Not good if you believe a psuedo-scientific sur- 
vey done by Economic Modeling Specialists Inti, 
CareerBuilder’s data arm that analyzes the labor 
market. 

According to results released Thursday, 53 of 
the largest U.S. metropolitan areas with more 
than I milHon residents were ranked on how they 
would fare if there were a zombie apocalypse. 
The survey assumes, you know, the typical stan- 
dard, flesh-eating virus spread by biting or com- 


ing in contact with infected blood. 

Taking into account the ability to defend 
against the virus, contain the virus, find a cure 
and maintain a plentiful food supply, Boston was 
named as having the highest chance to win World 
War Z while Chicago ranked No. 49 (still above 
L.A. and New Abrk). 

So why exactly would Chicagoans get eaten 
alive? 

Here’s a look at some of the factors that were 


considered in the scoring of each city: the per- 
centages of the population who are in the military 
who are first responders and who have engineer- 
ing, construction and biomedical research jobs. 

Also factored in was population density be- 
cause “the higher a metro’s population density, 
the faster its contamination rates, and the less 
time to organize and find a cure,” according to 
the release detailing the results. 

In addition, exports in nonperishable food 
manufacturing or wholesale good industries such 
as rice milHng, breakfast cereal manufacturing 
and fruit and vegetable canning was assessed. 

Sounds like Chicago’s gotta toughen up and get 
ready for the zombies. It’s really a no-brainer!

Dear Anon., 

Fm not sure what male or female has to do 
with validation specifically, but I think what 
you’re asking is how can we get validation 
from a partner without feeling like a needy 
[bleeplhole (to put it in clinical terms). 

I suppose gender does have an impact on 
how or why we choose to find certain forms 
of validation, forms 
we feel are culturally 
sanctioned or that 
have worked for us in 
the past. Even though 
I should really know 
better, for instance, 
if a carefully crafted 
Facebook status goes 
unnoticed, I will get 
upset. (TWEET ME! 

LOVE ME!) In 2013, 
more than 30 billion 



pieces of content were shared on Facebook 
each month. Thirty billion! And that was two 
years ago. Fm sure it’s doubled by now. 

We want to feel special because our par- 
ents lied to us and told us we were snowflakes 
all those years. (Technically speaking, they 
were right. We are unique, all of us, but 
there’s a slight insidiousness lurking under- 
neath the “special” tag because it can make 
us feel entitled to things and people and 
promotions, and super cranky when we don’t 
get those things.) 

But underneath those surfacey kinds of 
validation (“Tell me I look hot in this.” “Tell 


me you agree that my boss is the Antichrist.” 
“Tell me you respect me/care about me/want 
me,” and so on) is a desire to be heard, to be 
empathized with, and to be accepted for who 
we are. 

We want our partners (and friends and 
family and everyone meaningful to us) to say, 
yes, I see you. What makes people feel invali- 
dated is when we open up to someone and 
instead of empathy we feel rejected, judged 
or ignored. In that respect, the best way to 
validate someone is to listen to them and be 
present. Acknowledge their experience. You 
might not always specifically be able to relate 
to what someone has gone through, but most 
of us can understand the feeling that under- 
lies it. For instance, if someone is like, “I love 
clown porn, and I feel like I’ll never find a 
bozo who shares my core values.” You might 
not be able to reciprocate the clown part, 

but you probably un- 
derstand that dating 
is hard and finding a 
compatible partner 
is even harder, fetish 
or no. 

If they don’t come 
out with a specific 
emotion, you can al- 
ways try to guess and 
mirror their words 
back to them to fig- 
ure out what kind of 
validation they’re seeking. Such as, “So what 
Fm hearing is dating is frustrating for you 
and you feel misunderstood. Is that right?” 

Obviously this kind of talk is for weightier 
problems. Most validation is easy to spot. If 
someone is like, “How do I look?” They want 
to be told they’re attractive. If someone says, 
‘Am I a terrible person who will never find 
love?” The answer is, “Of course you’ll find 
love! As soon as you throw out those Crocs.”

NIGHTMARE ON 
YOUR STREET 


HAUNTED CHICAGO SPOTS YOU 
PROBABLY DIDN’T KNOW ABOUT

C hicago is one haunted city Don’t be- 
lieve me? Just witch! I meant “watch,” 
but witches are so Halloween. 

Last year, we went to Adam 
Selzer, author of “The Ghosts of 
Chicago,” and Ray Johnson, retired 
Chicago cop and author of “Chicago’s 
Haunt Detective,” to tell us about the little- 
known haunted happenings here in Chicago. 


They spoke of terrifying Tonic Room tales 
and horrific Hooters hauntings. Johnson 
took a more critical and detailed approach to 
ghost tales while Selzer tended to inject hu- 
mor into his ghastly accounts. They were 
both pretty awesome and 
insightful. 

This year, we decided to 
dig deep into Chicago crypts and unearth 
our own unknown creepy cribs, which we’d 


double-check with these two ghost experts. 
Before we asked the ghost experts to con- 
firm or deny the hauntings, we decided to ask 
them how they go about evaluating an area’s 
level of haunt. 

“The question arises as to wheth- 
er a ‘haunting’ is caused by something 

external to the person experienc- 
ing it or whether a ‘haunting’ is expe- 
rienced by an individual internally be- 
cause they may have some sensitivity to 
past events that they are picking up on,” 
Johnson said. 

Ghosts, similar to extraterrestrials, have 


yet to come out to the public and say “Hi, I’m 
a paranormal ... and you are?” 

“No matter how spooked you get at a 
place, there’s usually a more logical explana- 
tion,” Selzer said. “But if the backstory 
doesn’t check out and no firsthand 
sightings are really known. I’m 
pretty apt to brush a place off without 
further adieu.” 

Hauntedplaces.org/state/lllinois is a great 
resource to find potentially haunted places 
near you, and we chose five that stood out to us. 
Are these places haunted or not? Let’s find out!

HAUNTED HARPO? 

Harpo Inc., 113 N. May St. 

Harpo Studios may be closing up shop in Chi- 
cago and moving to California, but it’s hard to 
shake the scary past of its building. “Well, if 
there was any place that could be haunted in 
Chicago, the building that now 
houses Harpo Studios would be 
one of the big ones,” Johnson said. 

I asked Selzer about Harpo Studios 
and he said, “The most famous ghost is the 
‘gray lady’ but that’s one of those ghosts that’s 
much better known among ghost hunters 
than the actual Harpo employees.” Selzer said 
he’s heard stories from employees of hearing 
a woman crying in the bathroom and a little 
girl who suddenly appears near vending ma- 
chines. Perhaps she was looking for someone 
to “Frito Lay” her soul to rest? 

NIGHTMARE ON 
CLARK STREET 

2122 N. Clark St. 

This eerie locale was the site of the St. Val- 
entine’s Day Massacre. Due to its spooky 
history, dogs seem to shy away from 
this particular spot. ‘Any lingering 
mental energy from the dog who 
witnessed it seems to have dissipat- 
ed into the environment by now (dogs are said 
to go nuts here, but seldom seem to anymore), 
but residents at the nearby senior apartments 
have told me stories about seeing ghosts in 
their mirrors,” Selzer said. I went to Johnson 
about the creepy Clark Street spot, and he 
said he has spoken to people who “claim that 
their dogs will not go anywhere near the area 
where the bodies fell in 1929 but are fine with 
other grassy areas in the parking lot.” 

JAM OUT WITH 
A SPECTER 

Dome Room, 632 N. Dearborn St. 

The Dome Room is located inside Castle 
(which closed earlier this year and 
was formerly known as the nightclub 
Excalibur). Selzer calls this one a “weird 
case,” due to the backstory of a man hang- 
ing himself from the ceiling. “That’s how most 
people who kill themselves in ghost stories do 


it,” he said. Johnson informed me that there 
have been many patrons claiming to have 
been pushed down stairs and having their 
hair pulled by a mysterious specter. “Visitors 
to the many variations of nightclubs that have 
existed in the location have claimed to have 
seen spirits of women in period clothing 
walking in corridors or on stairways 
only to simply disappear,” he said. 
Blame it on the ghost or the alcohol, 
something spooky is definitely happening at 
this nightclub! 

NIGHT(MARE)AT 
THE MUSEUM 

Museum of Science and Industry, 

5700 S. Lake Shore Drive 

Johnson confirmed with me that museums, 
along with hotels, hospitals, sanitariums, 
funeral homes and graveyards, are popular 
stomping grounds for ghosts. And the Mu- 
seum of Science and Industry is no stranger 
to spooky phantoms. There have been ghost 
sightings in and around the museum, most 
notably by the German submarine 
U-505 exhibit. Johnson says that the 
second commander committed sui- 
cide by “shooting himself in the head 
in front of his crew.” Johnson has heard 
reports from people claiming to hear foot- 
steps around the ship and having the feeling 
of a ghostly presence surrounding them. That 
ghastly tale is worth admission, in my opin- 
ion. If you ain’t ’fraid of no ghosts, of course. 

HOUSE OF GHOULS? 

The House of Blues, 329 N. Dearborn St. 

When you’re jamming out in the House of 
Blues, you could be grooving with a ghost. 
Maybe. Johnson confirmed reports of ghostly 
activity, but many of them reference a “little 
girl who died in the hotel and haunts it still 
today” He said these claims of ghost activity 
are confusing locations, with the House of 
Blues and the Hotel Chicago at 333 N. Dear- 
born Street. Johnson couldn’t sub- 
stantiate the death of said girl but 
told me, “The House of Blues was 
the scene of a high-profile, currently un- 
solved murder in 1972 when it was still known 
as the Marina Cinema.”

Zombies and monsters and clowns ... oh my! You 
won’t find a shortage of terror this Halloween season 
as the Chicago-area haunted house scene is bigger 
and better than ever before. That’s why I ventured 
out to review some of the area’s spookiest spots. 

All attractions were rated on a scream scale from 
I to 5 slashes (one being the lowest score) and include 
subcategories such as line length, cost, length of 
haunt and fear factor. 

Whether you’re scared of clowns, raging chain- 
saws or even just the dark, you’ll be able to find at 
least one thing that makes you jump in these haunted 
attractions. 




Statesville Haunted Prison

I’ve said it before and I’ll say it again: States- 
ville Haunted Prison is a must-see if you’ve 
got a hankering for an admirable haunted at- 
traction. 

Zombie Army Productions puts on a killer 
show (pun intended). From movie-quality sets 
and props to a cast of more than 150 well- 
trained actors, you’ll find yourself immersed 
in a io,ooo-square-foot living, breathing 
world of helHsh demeanor. Their attention 
to detail is remarkable— making it hard to 
decipher where reaUty ends and the torment 
begins. 

Hands down, this is a horror lover’s dream, 
and I would highly recommend checking it 
out.

13th Floor Haunted House falls under what 
I would call a more traditional yet terrifying 
haunt. Tucked away in Melrose Park, this 
30,ooo-square-foot attraction is satisfyingly 
spooky 

Prepare to be scared by more than 60 char- 
acters. You never know where they might be 
hiding or when they’re going to pop up be- 
hind you. The lack of intensity kept things 
casual and entertaining, and the slower pacing 
gave me the chance to appreciate the details 
on some of their amazing stationary props. 

This being only their second year in the 
Chicago area, I was in awe at how seamless 
the transitions between terrors went, and I 
cannot say enough good things about their 
film quality sets and props. Overall, 13th Floor 
Haunted House exceeded my expectations 
and kept me wanting more. It’s definitely a 
haunted house lover’s delight.

The cast of more than 80 actors was not shy 
about invading your personal space and the 
intensity of the whole shebang left me need- 
ing to catch my breath upon exiting. 

What this attraction may have lacked in 
length, it made up for tenfold in terror. This 
one is going on my list of top haunts from 
here on out.

House of Torment was a two-part haunt that 
packed a big punch. It’s new to the Chicago 
area this year, but it definitely made a lasting 
impression on me. 

The sets and props were very realistic (in- 
cluding a moving CTA train car), and I par- 


ticularly loved the antique shop and hoarder 
house. The actors were not terribly aggres- 
sive, so it had a bit of a slower pacing, but I 
left the haunt feeling frightened and satisfied. 

The second haunt kicked up a notch, and 
it ended up being my favorite of the two. 
Overall, this attraction was frightening and 
enjoyable all wrapped into one. Their sets and 
themes were exquisite, and I’d absolutely take 
another trip through if given the chance.

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This Halloweekend, 
plan a safe way home

Halle-ghoul-jah! Halloween falls on a Saturday 
this year, which means for a lot of us, it may be a 
chance to party harder than if the spooky holi- 
day fell on a weekday 

But while you might be planning to throw 
back a few extra drinks to celebrate the occa- 
sion, it’s important to keep the safety of your- 
self and others in mind. 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Admin- 
istration, fatal crashes involv- 
ing a drunk driver occur three 
times more often on Hallow- 
een than on New Thar’s Eve. 

NHTSA statistics show 
that over the Halloween nights 
from 2009 to 2013, 43 percent 
of all motor vehicle deaths in- 
volved drunk driving, and in 
2013, 26 percent of all pedes- 
trian fatalities on Halloween 
night involved a drunk driver. 

What’s more is that these 
numbers are likely to be higher 
when the holiday falls on a 
weekend. NHTSA reports that 
in 2013, 30 percent of all drivers 
involved in fatal crashes over 
the weekend were alcohol-im- 
paired, compared with 15 per- 
cent during the week. 

Last year, the Chicago Police Department 
made 40 DUI arrests between the nights of 
Oct. 31 and Nov 2. They were unable to com- 
ment about the number of DUI checkpoints 
they will set up for this year’s holiday weekend. 

David Bohl, executive director of Kiva Re- 
covery a substance abuse treatment and re- 
covery center located in Vernon Hills, said that 
keeping drunk drivers off the road all comes 


down to education and awareness. 

“Halloween has been gaining popularity over 
the years, but I don’t think there is that corre- 
sponding awareness surrounding the holiday” 
Bohl said. “People don’t realize that when they 
are going out to celebrate, they may drink more 
than they ever planned to.” 

Bohl pointed out that when holidays happen 
on a weekend, often people will devote upward 
of six to eight hours to cele- 
brating, rather than one to two 
hours if it were on a weekday 
Bohl suggested individu- 
als have a plan in place before 
starting the night’s festivities. 
Alcohol impairs your judg- 
ment, so it’s important to plan 
a safe way to get home before 
you start drinking. 

“Be aware of your alcohol 
consumption, be aware of the 
activity going on in the streets 
and be aware that you’ll need 
to have a safe way to get home 
if you’ve been drinking at all,” 
Bohl said. 

In Chicago, taking public 
transportation, using a car 
service like Uber or Lyft or 
hailing a taxi are the safest 
options for getting home this 
Halloweekend. 

Halloween is going to be a busy night for 
Uber drivers, so don’t get spooked by surge 
pricing. In their Halloween Ride Guide, Uber 
suggests splitting your fare with friends, con- 
firming your driver’s car model and license plate 
before hopping in and avoiding a cleaning fee 
by keeping fake blood, zombie paint and glitter 
in check while in the vehicle.

Long before Pump- 
kin Spice became 
the Santa Claus of 
October, we had a 
patriotic dependency 
on one iconic fruit: 
the good of apple. In 
aU honesty, it has yet 
to really be commer- 
cialized by Starbucks, 
leaving a bit of nostal- 
gic innocence right 
around this time, 

when the Tim Allen Michigan ads start to tug 
at our flannel-covered heartstrings. 

Taking the trek out to a suburban or actual 
farm’s apple orchard to physically pick apples 
is an annual event for the Maxwells and 
many other families and couples. Driving 
for more than an hour to find a charming yet 
operational farmland is one of the most time- 
honored traditions for Midwesterners. 

A good apple-picking experience starts off 
when you go from highway to county road to 
grass field. If you think a real apple-picking 
experience comes from a barn with a paved 
lot, you’re not even close, and you’re prob- 
ably at a Cracker Barrel. 

My wife and I took the little guy out to 
northwest Indiana for some apple picking, as 
crossing state lines makes anything automati- 
cally an ingrained childhood memory even if 
he’s not even i.

Unless I somehow was apple picking the 
same day as a corporate executive team- 
building trip, there certainly were a lot of fel- 
las blatantly trying to be discreet with their 
smartphones. Being present in these little 
moments is key, almost, one could argue, as 
much as getting the last injury update on a 
Sunday morning. 

I look forward to keeping this tradition 
with my family for years to come, and if need 
be, we can call it vegan hunting to make it 
cooler to a teenager.

Remember the recur- 
ring “SNR skit in 
which Beck Bennett 
plays a businessman 
who happens to have 
the body of a (giant) 
baby? 

That’s what comes 
to mind in “Nasty 
Baby” when Freddy 
(writer-director Sebas- 
tian Silva) demon- 
strates his serious idea 
for an art installation, 
in which he’ll lie down fully naked and act like 
a newborn, noises and all. Why that’s supposed 
to be any kind of insightful commentary on 
adult life only speaks to why I find so much 
modern art completely vapid and pointless. 

And speaking of vapid and pointless, this 
film, a huge disappointment following Silva’s 
underrated “Crystal Fairy & the Magical 
Cactus,” spends a long time aimlessly drifting 
around a central idea, then (figuratively and 
sort of literally) hears a loud noise and wan- 
ders off to something even more ill-advised. 
For a while Freddy and his best friend Polly 
(Kristen Wiig) continue their ongoing effort 
for Polly to have a baby for Freddy and his 
partner. Mo (Tunde Adebimpe of TV on the 
Radio), but Freddy, who’s more motivated to 
donate his material than Mo is, learns that 
his sperm isn’t getting the job done. So Mo 
considers ... oh, forget it, there’s no point in 


treating the narrative as any more than ex- 
tended foreshadowing, complete with refer- 
ences to Freddy’s anger issues and escalating 
conflict with a mentally ill neighbor (Reg E. 
Cathey of “House of Cards”), of a plot diver- 
sion that makes Season 2 of “Friday Night 
Lights” look credible. 

Perhaps Silva thought that he was examin- 
ing the different degrees to which people 
consider making and taking a life, except 
even if someone perceived a useful contrast 
here (which Fd disagree with) the filmmaker 


does nothing with it. Wiig, who impressively 
climbs a wall with her feet while trying to 
elevate her body post-artificial insemination, 
and Adebimpe are pretty good, and once in a 
while “Nasty Baby” touches on the way sup- 
posedly mature adults can be juvenile idiots, 
which should be a surprise to no one. 

The real shock is how a low-key indie drama 
becomes so broad and overheated, hinging 
partly on a dumb joke and becoming one itself

Bradley Cooper in ‘Burnt’ 


‘Burnt*: Insert weak pun 
about uninspiring food 


The depiction of food 
now always looks so 
erotic. The colors, the 
shapes, the textures. 
It’s easy to make 
meat/sauce/silverware 
appear mouthwater- 
ing on screen; get 
the right lighting on a close-up and a Subway 
turkey sandwich almost inspires drooling. 

So it’s not enough anymore for a food 
movie to inspire lame statements like, “%u’ll 
want to eat everything you see.” Of course 
you do. No one would focus on a terrible 
chef and his/her slop. Even the cuisine in 
“Ratatouille” looked delicious, and that 
was animated, cooked by a rat. Since then, 
every presentation of food has chased that 
extraordinary climactic moment of the critic 
zoomed back to childhood, and nothing has 
achieved it. 

The latest addition to the list of failures 
is “Burnt,” which is actually rather under- 
cooked. (And I promise that this review 
won’t have any more comments like that.) 
Satisfying those who saw ‘American Sniper” 
and asked, “^s, but what would these two 
look like holding knives?”, the London-set 
drama reteams Bradley Cooper and Sienna 
Miller as Cocky But Brilliant Chef No. i and 
Tough But Forgiving Saucier Who’s Conve- 
niently a Pretty Single Mother with a Cute 
Kid Who Has No Problems. Those aren’t 
actually their names, but only because they’re 


too long— weirdly inconsistent writer Steven 
Knight (“Eastern Promises,” “Redemption”) 
frequently prefers to turn conversations into 
exposition showcases, the better to remove 
all subtlety from a film about a guy cook- 
ing artfully presented tiny portions for high 
prices. 

Though a recovering addict attempting to 
earn his third Michelin star hardly screams 
“Relatable and exciting for the masses,” the 
pursuit of perfection can be engaging when 
handled right. But “Burnt” (which includes 
Mario Batali and Gordon Ramsay in the 
credits) offers no sense of what makes Adam 
Jones (Cooper’s character’s actual name) 
a great chef or what’s special about this 
food. His downward spiral gets relegated 
to voiceover; his punishments protect him 
from actual harm. And time where characters 
should receive added dimensions is wasted 
on a ridiculous subplot involving drug deal- 
ers who want their money and the woman 
(Emma Thompson) employed to ensure 
Adam stays clean, not to analyze him, who 
inevitably offers a therapist’s evaluation of 
his need to let people into his plate-smashing 
world. 

“We should be dealing in culinary 
orgasms,” Adam insists. Cooper’s ease with 
arrogance maintaining Adam’s admirable 
desire to wow Odd that he’s stuck in a 
formulaic movie that advocates passion while 
practicing exactly the lack of imagination it 
laments.

Is ^Suffragette’ important or limited? 


Two weeks ago, TL 
said in an interview 
that he’d never vote 
for a woman for 
president, claiming, 
“Women make rash 
decisions emotional- 
ly:” Of course, he soon 
apologized. But that is something that a major 
figure in mainstream pop culture actually 
said in 2015. Also recently Jennifer Lawrence 
and other actresses have spoken out about 
the Hollywood wage gap, one of many 
ways in which women are treated 
unequally in the industry much as 
they’re treated unequally in a lot of 
industries and the world at large. 

I mention this because— and this 
is not to take anything away from the 
importance of voting, a basic human right 
in a democratic system— society has come a 
long way but still has so far to go. Imagine if 
the women who inspired “Suffragette” could 
see today’s world. Some elements would look 
great, but others would be shameful. 

Anyway the movie: It’s OK. Carey 


Mulligan’s very good as Maud Watts, who 
becomes a significant member of the cause 
shortly after saying “It’s not respectable” in 
addressing some women smashing windows 
in protest about women’s lack of right to vote 
in 1912 London. Her husband (Ben Whishav^ 
who I now just see as Paddington) turns his 
back, saying things like, “Tbu are a wife. Abu’re 
my wife. That’s what you’re meant to be.” But 
Maud, also fed up with working more than 
men and earning less, presses on, inspired 
by real-life leader/narrative afterthought 
Emmeline Pankhurst (Meryl Streep, on 
screen only slightly longer than you 
are) encouraging, “I would rather be a 
rebel than a slave.” 

Based on the fictional Maud’s role 
in this saga and this saga’s place in 
the bigger fight, it’s questionable why 
this is the story being told. (Also: Weren’t 
cameras too big and slow for surveillance 
photos to be taken inconspicuously?) Abi 
Morgan’s (“The Iron Lady”) repetitive, nar- 
row script deals in lots of standard abuses 
of power by cartoonish rich men and little 
character development for most— string 



together a few generic scenes of low wages 
and solidarity and you start to think about a 
non-musical version of “Newsies.” 


At least the importance of each generation 
taking action and picking up the battle of 
the previous one, making things better for 
the next, rings loudly Tbu don’t have to know 
much about history to know that the U.S. 
makes changes to resist sexism even slower 
than it does for racism, in voting-related 
amendments, elected presidents and much 
more. We now rejoin our complex issues, 
rarely handled that way on screen and still 
very much in progress.

A crappy Sandra Bullock

Only if you adore 
movies about white 
people patting themselves on the back for 
caring about non-white people should you go 
anywhere near “Our Brand is Crisis,” “sug- 
gested by the documentary”— really it actu- 
ally says that on screen— of the same name 
that came out in 2005 and that I will give 
you a shiny nickel* if you can watch without 
dozing off 

The doc explored American political 
consultants hired in 2002 to advise a Boliv- 
ian presidential campaign (admit it, you’re 
already passing out), and the infinitely dry 
approach established a massive remove from 
the ensuing violent antigovernment riots. 
The film’s most memorable moment was 
political commentator and talking catfish 
James Carville comparing campaigns to 
premature ejaculation, both being things you 
can’t control. Ba-dum blehh. 

In the new, David Gordon Green-directed 
movie, Bullock, who’s already won an Oscar 
for being a white lady savior to a minimized 
minority character in “The Blind Side” and 
here gets a bus chase to relive her breakout

we’re given no reason to care about redemp- 
tion. But for dubious reasons, Ben (Anthony 
Mackie) and Nell (Ann Dowd) bring her in 
to help get Castillo (Joaquim de Almeida of 
“Fast Five”) back into the Bolivian presiden- 
tial palace. Naturally Jane’s longtime rival 
(Billy Bob Thornton, vaguely resembling a 
much sleazier Carville) runs the opposing 
campaign, allowing the movie to include a 
banner that says, “This time, it’s personal!” 

(It doesn’t, but it may as well.) 

There’s ruthless cleverness at play here but 
only in service of a political pissing contest 
(and jokes about llamas!) with the oh-so- 
shocking message that the campaign process 
hinges on attacks and rumors and not actual 
facts and legit promises. Jane brings in her 
go-to assistant (Zoe Kazan), but the char- 
acter’s so underdeveloped it seems like the 
latter’s there just because she speaks Spanish. 
All you need to know about the movie’s 
engagement in the condition of Bolivia and 
its people is that at a moment in which the 
people are filling the streets and raising their 
fists, it’s Jane’s self-satisfied face and voice we 
see and hear, ’cause that’s really who matters 
in this situation. 

George Clooney co-produced “Our Brand 
is Crisis,” by the way another shot at explor- 
ing political campaigns after the failed “The 
Ides of March.” Is the scary idea that Cloo- 
ney would do something wrong twice the 
reason this is being released for Halloween?
